AIMS FUNCTIONS AND STATUTES OF 

SRI VENKATESWARA DIGITAL LIBRARY 

I The Management of the Tirumala Tirupati Oevasthanams has proposed 

to set up a digital Library for preserving the most valuable ancient texts, 
manuscripts, inscriptions, sculpture, etc. m the form of digital data by 
usmg the latest technology and make it available to the world through 
electromc media, m association with different governmental, quasi - 
governmental and religio -philanthropic organizations all over the world. 
It has become imperative when the globe has become very small with 
the introduction of computers and internet.' The salient feature of this 
library is that all the ancient knowledge available m original sources 
with their translations m English and Indian vernaculars will be 
accessible on the internet. 

IL The objects of this Sri Venkateswara Digital Library are 

(i) To develop a permanent Library of Indian Wisdom for posterity 
in the form of digital data. 

(li) To establish a well equipped and well connected Website Library 
of Indology. 

To promote original research through various TTD projects to 
thi ow light up on various facets of Sanatana Manava Dharma 

(lii) To work in collaboration with similar Libraries, Research 
Institutes and Universities for enlarged and broad based 
activities. 

(iv) To receive grants from research organizations, Central and State 
Governments and gifts, donations, benefactions, bequeaths and 
transfers of properties, both movable and immovable from 
donors, benefactors, testators or transferers, as the case may be. 

(v) To propagate the ideals of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams in 
furtherance of well being of humanity. 

(vi) To demand and receive such fees, deposits and other charges as^ 
may be prescribed regulations. 

(vii) To ideal with property belonging or vested in the Library in any 
manner which is considered necessary for promoting the said 
objects. 

(viii) To provide adequate information about the Temples and their 
rituals in and around Tirupati and Tirumala, so that the pilgrims 
enjoy a memorable and soul satisfying pilgrimage 

(ix) To spread tlie awaieness of the glories of Sanatana Dhaxma and 
to resuscitate the fundamental values based on Truth, Joy and 
Beauty Satyam, Sivam and Sundaram. 

(x) To spread the knowledge and philosophy of Hinduism, Hindu 
Culture, the Epics, Puranas, History, Mythology, Indian Sciences 
etc,, side by side with the tenets of Comparative Religion. 
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(xi) To promote art and cultare and all outstanding works, treatises, 
publications and manuscripts relatmg to the various forms, styles 
and modes of presentation of art mcluding Vedic recitations, fine 
arts, dance, drama, music, folk arts, folk music, marshal arts, 
pamtmg, epigraphs, fairs and festivals 

(xii) To do all other such deeds and things either alone or in 
conjunction with others as are incidental or conducive to the 
attainment of the objects stated here m or any of them, 

III The Control, Admmistration and management of the affairs of the 
Institute shall rest m accordance with the regulations of the Governing 
Council of Sn Venkateswara Digital Library 

IV The Sn Venkateswara Digital Library is a purely temporary project and 
after the completion of the project all the matenals and equipment shall 
be transferred to any of the TTD Institutions or projects as decided by 
the TTD management. 

V Governing Council :

VI. Powers and functions of the Governing Council: 

(a) All properties, movable or immovable or of any other kind shall rest with 
the management of TTD 

(b) The business and affairs of the S V Digital Library shall be carried on 
and managed by the office bearers of the Governing Council 

(c) The Governing Coimcil shall have all such powers and shall perform all 
such functions as are necessary or proper for the achievement of the 
furtherance of the S.V. Digital Library 

(d) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing provisions the 
Governing Council shall exercise and perform the following powers and 
functions namely.

Note The Sri Venkateswara Digital Library is a time bound temporary project of 
TTD and hence all the personnel mvolved in the project excluding the office 
bearers of TTD are purely temporary and on contract basis or on remuneration 
basis.

in different scripts will be scanned and made available with quick and easy 
retrieval methods

IX. COLLABORATION WITH SISTER ORGANISATIONS 

Many Institutions in India are engaged in Xeroxing, microfilming and scannmg of 
manuscripts and rare printed books In order to avoid duplication on the one hand 
and to save time on the other, willmg Institutions will be associated as 
collaborators with exchange of the data. To mention the Rashtriya Sanskrit 
Vidyapeetha at Tirupati is running a project called Sanskrit Net similar to S V 
Digital Library, for scannmg manuscripts and digitizing Sanskrit texts 

A copy of the digitized text will be given complementarily to the Institutions 
which support the project by donating/lendmg the books, manuscripts, paintings, 
animations, sound archieves, etc 

X. PLAN OF ACTION ; 

The literature in each of the four languages namely English, Sanskrit, Telugu and 
Tamil is classified into 99 subjects (sec Appendix-I) From each branch a 
mimmum of 5 books m all the four languages will be taken up for scannmg and 
digitization. Besides these books, the Bhagavata (Sankrit), the Sankirtanalu of 
Annamacharya (Telugu), Nalayiradivyaprabhandha of Alwars (Tamil), the Vedic 
texts will be digitized, so that they will become base material for different research 
projects of TTD 

XI. DATA ENTRY PROCESS : 

For reasons of non-availability of OCR for Indian languages, the data shall be 
entered into computer manually, besides scanning It is impossible to obtain data 
entry operators knowing In4ian scripts. So the data entry process is to be executed 
as is done in the Rashtriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha under the counseling of CDAC, 
Pune/Bangalore The process takes five stages for being user friendly
